THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1862. 


(Written expressly for the “Illustrated Sporting News,") 

We have now reviewed if succession the doings of ‘all the great countios— 
Surrey, Nottingham, Yorkshire, Sussex, Cambridge, and Kent—with the excep- 
tion of Middlesex, of which, however. we do not intend to treat, inasmuch as 
the matehes played by that county were not county matches, and, therefore, 
do not come under our category. We hold it'a great shame to Middlesex that 
she hus nocounty club, and consequently no county matches, We know there 
are hundreds upon hundreds of first-rate cricketers on her broad bosom who, 
if “pitted” ina legitimate county maich with, say Surey, or Nottingham, 
or Yorkshire, or Cambridge, would not be easily discomfltted. It cannot be 
raid that Middlesex has no gentlemen supporters of the ‘noblé game, for we 
can number them by scores,-and- many-of these gentlamen themselves are 
sdriirabia crickoters, and would be no disgrace to any crack team of the country.

Having, then, as we have before'stated, gone through the doings of the 
counties, we shall now resume our observations on the leading incidents of the 
season, Which we have no doubt our readers, as well as ourselves, will look 
upon as the most interesting feattire of our subject, Before doing so, how- 
ever, we wish to say that it is mot our intention to give the details of the 
matches of the All England and United Elovene, for several reasons, namely, 
that it is only county matches that have an interest to all parties, that our space 
will not allow of our introducing them, and that, even if it did, the season is 
advancing so rapidly that our readers would not thank us for giving them. 
Kesides this we have a perfect fand of information to give anent the coming

METROPOLITAN. 


Covent Ganpen.—" The Armourer of Nantes," if not actually the best, is as 
good as any former production by Mr. Balfe, It abourida in high-class melody 
und skilful inatramentation, but it lacks a great element we have been accus- 
tomed to in the praced ine works of thia great English composer, being destitute 
of the whole string of tuneful ballads which, generally apeaking, characterise 
the works of Balfe. Ingtead of there we bave delightful themes for the 
orchestra, plenty of concerted music, and a most ambitious tone in the general 
arrangement, probably suggested by the glorious libretto which forma the 
groundwork of the opera, A more beautiful ballad than that entitled ‘Ob, 
would that my Heart,” has seldom been heard, and tho barearole, * A Flower 
is Bounty,” surpasses any modern production of the kind ; and the jinale of the 
second act is ove of the’ most sublime inspirations to be heard on the lyric 
stage. ‘These three pieces ara undoubtedly the gems of the opera, and will 
become most popular; but where all is so good it seems invidious to select, 
As we have said before, this opera abounds in high-class melody and skilful 
instrumentation, without the shower of Bualfoish ballads to be found in the 
“Rose of Castille,” **The Bohemian Girl,” and other popular compositions 
ftom Mr. Balfo’s pen. It is not, therefore, o music-sellera opera, and, as a 
further consequence, it is not destined to become as popular with the million 
as the two works wa have named above, but still i¢. wall atiract largely during 
the remainder of the season, for we cannot but think that all true lovers of 
melody will flock continually to hear its choicést gems, We say continually, 
because it ig @ matter of impossibility to thoroughly appreciate the work ix 
one, two, or threo visits. Mr. Bridgman's libretto is, indeed, a first-rate pro- 
ductian. He has not only given the composer good words for music, but has 
iramed a first-Clasa acting drama, and one which cannot fail to become popu- 
lar. It would be a task of supercrogation to go over the opera scene by scene, 
and comment on the plot and the efforts made by the brilliant company of 
vocalists. The former canvot be done justice to in our limited space, and the 
latter subject has been done to death; besides this, the public are perfectly 
acquainted with the fact that what is done by Messrs, Harrison, Santley, Weiss, 
Corri, and Cook, and Mesdames Louisa Pyne, Anna Hiles, and Mra. ook, ig 
dove in 4 style the perfection of which defles criticigm, 

Prixcrs3's.— We can only compare the new play produced here on Monday 
last, wider the title of “The inning Suit," to some of those impossible 
dramatic compositions we find occasionaly, in the columns of Punch and Fun, 
supposed to emanate trom Hanwell or Colney Hatch. Of the two, we think the 
works of ‘‘our facetioua contemporaries "the more intelligible, aimless as they 
undoybtedly are. "Tho Winning Suit’ appears to be “The Rose of Castille” 
run mad. As nearly aw we could make it out there is some resemblance 
between the plots, but the opera, silly as it is, has all the beat of the com 
parison, By thia our readers who have liatened to the idiotic drivellinga of 
the poor imbeciles who wrote “the lukewarm poetry and water” which con- 
stitutes the opera, can easily arrive at o conclusion as to the moriia of the 
drama Tho author claims in his play the unusual distinction of originality:
